YOKOHAMA. 

We have received the following telegraphic news in advance of 
the mails of 23rd Sept. via San Francisco, which will probably be 
delivered at the end of the week. 

The steamer Great Republic arrived at San Francisco on the 
16th Oct., with eighty-four cabin ny and 500 Chinese. 
Amongst the passengers for New York are Francis Oakly, C. 
Lambert, J. Oleany, T. Thomas, 8. L. Phelps, G. W. Hoyt, and 
nineteen officials of high rank. For Europe—Mrs. J. 8. Bourdon 
and family ; S. E. Aiken, and three Japanese officers. She brings 
on freight for New York, 6,559 packages of tea, 853 of silk, and 
152 of merchandise. 

The Franco-German war has induced the Japanese Government 
to issue a neutrality proclamation. The French and German re- 
sidents of Japan have subscribed liberally to their respective sani- 
tary funds. A collision between Prussian and French sailors had 
taken place in the port of Yokohama, The European war has 
stopped business in silk and silkworms. The Government has ap- 
pointed a party of officers, one a prince of the Imperial house, to 
visit the seat of war in Europe and report the result of observa- 
tions. The party has arrived by the Great Republic, en route to 
Europe. 

A heavy thunderstorm has visited Yedo, and many houses were 
struck by lightning and set on fire. Rains in the districts north- 
east of Yedo flooded the country. The crops and many houses 
were destroyed ; many lives were lost.

The Japanese Government preserve strict neutrality in regard 
to the war, and send vessels to all the ports to enforce order. 

The railway works are progressing. and if the plant arrives as 
was formerly expected the line may be opened in the early part of 
the year. The telegraph wires are to be erected and laid between 
this and Rock Island, and so vessels can be telegraphed in half a 
day before arrival. Steam oil machinery in Yedo working well, 
to the intense amusement of the natives.

YOKOHAMA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

We have vecetved the half-yearly repert of the Yokohama 
Chamber of Oomsmerce. The following are the statistics of trade 
for the six months ending 30th June. In 1860 the total value 
of imports*was $5,904,161 ; in 1870 it rose to $10,931,697—an in- 
crease of $5,027,536. This oannot, however, be taken altogether 
as an improvement in trade, for, when we come to analyse this 
enormous increase, we find it consists in the import of articles of 
food, the necessity for which may be a sign of prosperity, but such 
is not at present apparent in Japan. Proceeding to figures, we 
find, of the total value of imports for the six months ending 30th

Ata first glance this may not seem promising, but on a little 


consideration of the position of things, it shows the elasticity of 


the trade, that in the face of such an enormous drain on its re- 
sources, as indicated by the amount paid for food, the regular and 
legitimate import trade has suffered to so small an extent. 

So far this season all crops have proved fully average ones,’and 
with a good rice crop, about which of course it is too early to form 
any opinion, it seems natural to suppose that trade would rapidly 
revive, and we are justified in looking hopefully to the future.

he Chamber’s proceedings during the half year under review 
have been almost entirely confined to routine business, and there 
is little of general interest to record. A Special Committee was 
appointed to consider the form of the Chamber’s telegram via 
America, and it has been decided to continue the telegrams 
throughout the summer months. It is # matter of regret that 
the Customs regulations, referred to in last report as having 
received the sanction of the Consuls, have not, eo far as the 
Chamber's information extends, received the sanction of the na- 
tive authorities ; and the state of the Hatobas and the difficulties 
attending the landing and shipping of goods remain aa unsatis- 
factory as ever. The continued and loud complaints received 
from home as to the deterioration of Japanese silk induced the 
Committee to address the Minister of tho Interior a special letter 
on this subject, and the thanks of the Chamber are due to the 
British Minister for the assistance rendered in this matter. The 
fact is that, with the exception of some of the produce of the 
Osbiu districts, Japan silk has year by year deteriorated in quality, 
and although oF to this time} the Japanese growers may have 
been encouraged by the readiness with which they dispose of 
their produce to foreigners into doubting the truth of the re- 
wonstrances already’made to them, yet the Chamber thinks that 
the results predicted by it in its circular published in July, 1868, 
have been clearly manifested this season. 

It is estimated that Japanese growers have, by their careless- 
ness during the present season, sustained a loss of $80 to $100 
per picul on hank silks—which upon 10,000 piculs is $800,000 
to ono million of dollars. It is inepeleal the Chamber believes, 
for the Japanese with the apparatus now in use among them to 
Produce available fine-sized silks, It is only by the introduction 
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of improved apparatus, such as is used in Europe, and of the Eu- 
ropean system of “ filature,” that they will be enabled to reap all 
the advantages of the excellent nature of their silk. The foul- 
ness of Japanese silks is another cause of grave complaint ; and 
the irregular “ Reglage” (i.e. the movement which guides the 
crossing of the thread in the reeling) is an evil for which the 
substitution of machinery for manual labour seems the only 
likely cure. On the receipt of the Ohamber’s letter, the Ja) 

Minister of the Interior issued a notification tothe s -prokisank 
ur, them to carry out the Chamber's saggestions ; and it is 


said this notification has ‘been generally well received, and 


may lead to improvement. 





NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nacasak1, Sept. 1, 1870. 
Since my last, dated 15th ult., sent va San Francisco, events 
have been unusually scarce ; most likely the all absorbing topic 
has entirely prevented minor events from being brought to light, 
as the natives seem to interest themselves in the war between 


North Germany and France quite as much as Europeans. 


On the 17th ult. the gunboat Wun Yu Maru changed her fia 
from English to Japanese. The French corvette Dupleix sai 
for Yokohama 17th, and H.B.M.’s gunboat Cockchafer arrived 
from Shanghai 19th idem, but did not bring any mail, although 
at least one, that of June 17, was known to be lying there at 
the time she left, viz,, August 12—in fact, had been lying there at 
least ten days. The fact of the postmaster at Shanghai neglect- 
ing to send our mails by one of H.B.M.’s vessels looks very much 
like gross neglect of duty, and certainly requires explanation. 

No London and China Express has been received here since 
my last, excepting those obtained by applying to the Post-offiee 
at Shanghai; those of 9th and 17th June, and Ist, 7th, and 15th 
July are due here, and persons who have no friends who will 
undertake to forward them on are likely to wait, as the North 
German steamer Zapanguyo has ceased running. The arrivals 
from the home side have been as follows: Unison, on 21st August, 
from Sunderland, with coals for Her Majesty’s navy ; 
from Liverpool, 27th idem ; and Chieftain steamer, from London 
via Yokohama and Hiogo, on 29th idem. 

The North German Consul at this port has sent a subscription 
list to the German residents, asking for contributions towards a 
patriotic fund, and has obtained over $850, and in addition to this 
amount, monthly contributions have been promised from the 
whole of the German residents, twenty-seven in number. 

The Namenohira tea houses have been the scene of a battle 
fought by a lot of two-sworded gentry, belonging to Tosa and 
Higo, who drew their swords, and used them pretty freely ; 
one account says that one fellow was killed, and all en- 
gaged were more or less'wounded. It is a great pity the affair 
did not terminate like that of the Kilkenny cats, all got killed, 
and not one left to tell the tale. 

Messrs. Glover and Co. announced their suspension by circular 
on 17th August, and a meeting of creditors, under the ee 
arrangement clause, is advertised for the 16th instant at H. B. M. 
Consulate. 

We experienced a shock of earthquake on the 30th ult. at about 
half-past eight in the evening ; it is reported by persons who 
were sitting still at the time to be a severe one, preceded by a 
loud rumbling noise. At the time it occurred it was exceedingly 
close and oppressive. 

The foregoing is all the news I am able to collect ; so little is 
there of any description, that our two newspapers have lately 
been engaged in dragging all our grievances to light; if they 
only succeed in reforming a quarter of what they have under- 
taken, they will certainly receive their well-earned thanks from 
this community. 

This letter will be detained in Shanghai some six days previous 
to the departure of the mail from that port for Europe; but as the 
steamer (rolden Age appears to be the only one likely to arrive 
there in time we consider this our mail day.

TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent from this port, under date Aug. 31, writes :— 

The latest rumours which have a probability almost amountin 
to certainty are :—The Viceroy of the two Kiangs is dead—die 
suddenly inthe night. T'seng-kwo-Fan is to succeed him. Bome of 
his troops have already left Tientsin, and it is said that Tseng is 
to follow them promptly. Li-Hung-Chang is to succeed Tseng- 
kwo-Fan as Viceroy of Chih-li. This is firmly believed by the 
people, but no one can give a rational explanation of what ap- 
pears to bea degradation of Tseng-kwo-Fan. 

For some days the city magistrates have been most active in 
seizing the perpetrators of the tragedy of June 21. There are 
now proclamations issued, stating that if any one will guarantee 
their good conduct for the future, as well as certify to such good 
conduct in the past, in reference to persons now under arrest, they 
shall be at once liberated.” The zeal of the officials has there- 
fore heen only of the most mercenary kind. Some of the biggest 
Villains who took part in the massacre are known to be at large. I 
send you these rumours for what they are worth. 
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SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to Sept.8. The French mail, with 
London dates to July 22, arrived out Sept. 5. The week’s news is 
not important. ; 

The Courier says:—It is reperted, on respectable authority, 
that the Fire Queen brought from Chinkiang Ohinose advices from 
the North, to influential Chinese here, that Ting, the governor of 
Kiangsu, and Prince Kung have both been assassina No par- 
ticulars are given ; it is only the apparent trustworthiness of tho 
channel through which the news comes that induces us to give 
the rumour publicity. Besides, there was less anterior probabi a 
of the murder of Ma than there is of the event above mentioned. 
Our last advices show that Ting was engaged with all the ener; 
which characterised him when the Taoutai of Shanghai, in a t 
which must have roused the deepest fear and fury of the anti- 
foreign fanatics with whom Tientsin is thronged.—[The telegrams 
do not confirm this.—Ep. L. and C. T.]

Tseng-kwo-Fan and his colleagues having memorialised the 
Throne to the effect that the French Minister persists in his de- 
mands; and that he has petulantly returned to the capital to 
negotiate (the matters in dispute). 

chechouart, with boundless arrogance and assumption, de- 
mands the execution of the Fu and the Hsien, a demand ten thou- 
sand times to be rejected. 

We had previously by Edict commanded C’hien-ting-ming* to 
take Chang-kwang-Tsaot and the rest,t andto bring them to 
Tientsin ; we moreover instructed Tseng-kwo-Fan and his col- 
leagues to obtain the depositions of the said Fu and Hsien, and, 
in accordance therewith, to return answer to the said ambassador 
(Rochechouart). We expected that with all speed this mattor 
would be settled, (but) Rochechouart, since we have not followed 
his wishes, has in anger returned to the capital.§ 

At this crisis ourselves and foreigners are equally desirous of 
coming to an agreement, (yet you) high officials of the Foreign- 
office are able of course with unalterable resolution strongly to 
oppose (all his) evil designs. Tseng-kwo-Fan and his colleagues 
must continue rigorously to seize, and speedily to punish, all 
those arrogant, cruel, and riotous men. || Respect this! 15th day 
of the 7th moon, Tung-chih. 


NEW TROUBLES AT CHINKIANG. 

We understand that official communications were made to the 
foreign Consuls residing at Chinkiang, to the effect that the 
Taoutai at that port had evidence that an attack upon the fo- 
reigners there was contemplated, and that the Taoutai had ap- 
pointed a special officer to arrest and punish the ruffians. 

The appearance of things at Chinkiang is threatening, not only 
from the unrestrained rabble there, but also from the soldiery at 
Kwa-Shan and other places in the neighbourhood. We learn 
that the British Consul went yesterday to see the Taoutai on the 
subject. We further hear that No. 3 Chinese gunboat is block- 
ading Nanking, but perhaps that is done to keep the tens of thou- 
sands of literary men now assembled there from joining the 
rowdies, who seem bent on the expulsion of “foreign devils” 
generally. 

We regret to have to reeord the death of Mr. Conolly, Secretary 
to H.B.M.’s Legation at Peking. He had been ailing slightly 
for a day or two, but on the 27th felt much worse than before, 
and after finishing some documents said he would go home and 
return in the afternoon, but in two hours he was dead. The cause 
of death was typhus fever. 
of much respect and regard by all who had the pleasure of know- 
ing him, and his loss will be especially felt by Mr. Wade in the 
present state of affairs. 

We are informed that the fine ship Northampton, tea laden for 
London, was successfully got off the North Bank, where she had 

ounded near the Beacon while under charge of the pilot, yester- 

ay, at about half-past six p.m. Sho has since been towed into 
Wusung by the tug Fokelin, where divers will examine her 
bottom, and surveyors will decide as to whether she ought to pro- 
ceed to sea or be docked. About 3,000 packages of tea were dis- 
charged into lorchas, and these will be at once placed on board 
ain. It is believed that the vessel has sustained no injury 

whatever. 

THE TUNG-CHOW MISSIONARIES. 

We are glad to know that the missionaries at Tung-chow, con- 
cerning whom so much anxiety has been felt, are all safely away. 
The two steamers sent for their relief brought away the ladies and 
children,and the gentlemen of the party, with the exception of two, 
who remained with the hope of committing the mission property to 
the carc of the authorities. The threat was that they would be held 
as hostages, and cut to pieces gradually, according as foreign arms 
succeeded. Not a pleasant “situation” to contemplate ! 

A correspondent at Ningpo writes :—The Chinese are strength- 
ening the fortifications at Chinhae and on Castle-hill, and are, it

Capt. Crowell of the Venus, reports that on his last voyage to 
Tlong Kong a French steamship of war on coming near the Venue 
suddenly put her helm down and laid herself across the bows of 
the latter vessel, while her ports were opened, her guns trained, 
the men at their quarters, and, in short, all was ready for action, 
Capt. Crowel quietly hoisted the American flag; the Frenchman 
asked no questions, saw his mistake, and steamed off. An Eng- 
lish brig was overhauled in a similar way off Foochow. 

We are informed that Mr. N. J. Hannen, barrister-at-law, 
Shanghia (son of Chief Justice Hannen), is to be appointed 
Judge of H.B.M. Court at Yokohama, provisionally, for one year.

HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to Sept. 15, but there is little local news that 
has not been anticipated by the French mail, given in our issue 
of the 24th. The outward French mail of Aug. 5 arrived Sept. 12 
with telegrams to Aug. 26. 

The situation in the North continued to excite much apprehen- 
sion. The China Mad suggests that the Government should, in 
such an emergency, act independently of the British Minister, 
and send a corps of observation to the North. The cost of send- 
ing two or three companies of the 75th to Chefoo, with ammuni- 
tion for a possible contingency, would not be grudged by the 
Colony, even if it had to pay the amount from its own treasury. 

Our Hong Kong contemporary says it is painful that a fine 
British force should be lying inactive in Hong Kong, when its 
presence in the north might, and probably would, avert impend- 
ing murder and outrages on women worse than murder, and asks :— 
Need the red tape of the Foreign-office absolutely bind the hands 
of our Government under such circumstances? May not the Le- 
gislative Council of Hong Kong wisely compensate for the patent 
defects of a British Foreign-office Minister, and at their own cost 
take some steps for the preservation of British life and property ? 

The official proclamation of neutrality was issued in an extra- 
ordinary Gazelte on the 6th, but it was not apprehended that its 
provisions would require to be enforced in this port. A great 
portion of the journals is, of course, devoted to tho European 
war, but it was thought that the crushing defeats of the French, 
already known by telegraph, would lead to an early peace. 

The Legislative Council met on the 2nd, and, by adjournment, 
on the 9th. The chief objects of discussion were new regulations 
for night passes to Chinese, and the propriety of giving pormis- 
sion to contractors to orect matsheds over |their works. In the 
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former case some alterations in the regulations were made ; in 
the latter, the existing law was maintained, as it was thought it 
afforded sufficient private remedy in cases of real danger. The 
ordinance for the reciprocal surrender, by the Governments of 
Hong Kong and Macao, of fugitives from justice was read 
a second time and passed the Attorney General observi 
that it had been delayed longer than it might have been, 

it not been for the report of a Special Commission of the House 
of Commons, which had imposed some strict rules to be observed. 
This ordinance will take retrospective effect so as to reach cases of 
absconding debtors, cutting and wounding, receiving stolen pro- 
perty, &c. 

A correspondent, writing from Hankow, says that the streets of 
Canton were crowded with students who have come from all parts 
of the province to compete at the approaching triennial examina- 
tion for the degree’of Keu-jen. They had as yet evinced no hos- 
tility to foreigners, but all felt that the receipt of unfavourable 
news from the North would work a sudden change in the fickle 
tempers of these aspirants to fame, who would no doubt look 
upon Shameen as an inviting spot whereon to give vent to their 
boisterous spirits. No attempt had been made here to form a 
Volunteer corps. It was rumoured among the Chinese that the 
‘Tartar General would be summoned to Peking to assist in solving 
the present difficulty ; little is known of his disposition towards 
ie ad but he is said to be a man of some weight at the 
capital. 

The foreign school was jonce more started on the Ist, after 
lying dormant%for some months. Mr. Sampson is the principal. 

A correspondent, writing from Macao, says, “ We have here a 
new Procurador, as Mr. Marques Pereira, of Hong Kong cele- 
brity, could not succeed in being reinstated, in spite of addresses, 
&c., &c., made in his favour by the Hong Kong- Portuguese lads. 

To Mr. Joao Rodrigues Gonsalves, the late chief interpreter, the 
Junta da Justica denied compensation for losses and damages he 
had claimed for loss of situation and imprisonment. Really I do 
not know whether he is innocent or guilty of the charges brought 
against him by the Evho do Povo. If innocent, as Judge Lacerda 
says, why, then, does he deny him his due? If guilty, why may 
he be set free? The same may be said of Mr. Marques Pereira. 

There is also here a new Superintendent of Emigration, a gen- 
tleman newly come from Lisbon, aud who, of course, does not un- 
derstand a word of Chinese or of our jargon de mae-falla. I think 
the place ought to be filled by a Macaese gentleman who is con- 
versant with the Chinese language. 

The kidnappers of the Annamese were all lately tried, and sen- 
tenced to several years’ imprisonment with hard labour. The pri- 
soners Aleixo Gomes and Jayme dos Santos have had each three 
years’ hard labour; the Chinese crimps nine years each, and so 
on. If you and the late Echo do Povo had not raised your voice 
against the malpractices that were then so rife at Macao, I do not 
think punishment would ever have been inflicted upon the kid- 
aspera of the poor Annamites.

SINGAPORE. 

On the 12th the P. and O. steamer 
Ellora arrived with the London mail of August 12, and on the 
19th the M. I. steamer, with the French mail and London letters 
to the 19th ide:u. Telegraphic advices from London extended to 
Sept. 13. 

he fortnight had been devoid of local interest, and there is 
little to summarise. There had been no meeting of the Legiala- 
tive Council, but the committee appointed to examine into the 
working of the various departments of the Civil Service—consist- 
ing of the Lieutenant-Governor of Penang, the Colonial Secretary, 
and Messrs. Reid, Adamson and Brown—had been at work durin 
the fortnight in Singapore, aud their report was looked forwar 
to with considerable curiosity. 

The French transport Creuse, which arrived here on the 18th 
Sept., with invalids, brought to this port from Saigon twenty-five 
Germans, the crews of the North German vessels Georg and Tu- 
randot, captured by the gunboat Segond. They were handed over 
to the North German Consul here on arrival, and were provided 
for at once. The steamer Great Northern had arrived from London, 
via the Suez Canal, having on board a portion of the submarine 
cable to be laid between Ilong Kong and Shanghai. The only other 
arrivals by this route had been the Delaware and the Alonso. 

The last mail brought a copy of a letter addressed by the Se- 
cretary of the Straits Settlements Association in London to Lord 
Kimberley, Secretary of State for the Colonies, on the subject of the 
new steamer. The Association do not appear to have been well in- 
fomed in regard to the matter ; the letter is dated the 9th August, 
andrefersto the suggestion of his Excellency the Governor for build- 
ing a steamer out hers at a supposed cost of $80,000; it urges the 
desirability of retaining the Pevho, and ends by py taser his lord- 
ship to “forbid any further expenditure in the direction referred 
to.” The Association were evidently unaware that a steamer 
was then being built on the Clyde, and nearly finished, for the 
use of the colony, and this under special instructions from the 
Colonial-office, which appears to have taken the matter into its 
own hands. The raat mail brought the news of her launch, 
and it is gratifying to learn that, while of the dimensions wished 
for by his Excellency (400 tons), her cost is only £8,000, and that 
she is also likely to prove an economical vessel, her engines being 
only 100-horse power. 

An official report from Banjoewangi states that,on the 5th 
August the Dutch ship Pasaruan, Captain T. W. A. Hollanders, 
brought in the seamen forming the crews of the French ship 
Massaiote, Captain Martino, and of the Hamburg schooner Ho- 
nolulu, Captain H. Edebrand, both lost in Torres Straits. These 
shipwrecked people were properly cared for by the captain of the 
Pasaruan during their sixteen days stay on board that ship. 
After having been provided with everything needful at Banjoe- 
wangi, the English crew of the Hamburg ag asl with the Pas- 
saruan for Sourabaya, while the crew of the French ship was, at 
the request of the captain, brought over thither by a gunboat. 

The roads are just now undergoing very extensive repairs, and, 
as is usual under the present system of road repair, are not in @ 
very pleasant condition for the owners of carriages and horses. 

The revenue officers are just now making some important 
seizures. Some two days ago about $400 worth of contraband 
chandoo was seized near Tanjong Pagar, ‘and last night, off Tan- 
jong Rhoo, a fishing boat was seized containing $700 worth, 
which was being imported into the settlement. Two Chinese 
who were in the boat were arrested.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

Ata meeting of this Society, held on the 28th, the re- 
port on the new Government House was considered. The 
attempt made by Governor Orp to divest himself of the re- 
sponsibility for the extra amount expended on the building 
and charged to other accounts, was severely condemned ; anda 
resolution was passed to the effect that the Secretary of Starz 
be urged toinstitute a searching inquiryintothe matter. Great 
satisfaction was expressed at the appointment of a committee 
to inquire into the Civil Establishments of the Colony ; and 
the Association pledged themselves to further efforts to secure 
the freedom of the Bench from anything like interference 
from the Executive. The treasurer made a satisfactory state- 
ment of the financial affairs of the Association. It was stated 
that Mr. Jarvis, of Glasgow, had joined the Association.

The Tientsin Massacre; its Causes, and how to Secure Permanent 
Peace. By Dr. Thin, Vice President of the North China 
Branch of the Asiatic Society. 

In this terse and timely little volume Dr. Thin proves beyond 
doubt that the outrage at Tientsin is only the last and greatest of 
a series of attacks on foreigners of every nationality, and that the 
mandarins are directly guilty of encouraging the lower natives to 
commit such crimes. The measures which the author considers 
necessary for foreign Powers, and especially for England, to secure 

ermanent peace in China, are briefly and sensibly explained. 

The mandarin of each district should be made responsible for 
the safety of all foreigners, and that responsibility must be, 
not to the Emperor at Peking, but to the nearest foreign consul. 
The European communities in China should be protected by 
gunboats, built and equipped in China, manned by Chinamen, and 
maintained at the expense of the Chinese. These gunboats would 
be a great gain to the Chinese themselves, if they only put down 
piracy, which has been done near Hong Kong, and on a small 
scale, by English gunboats. The saving to native commerce by 
the suppression of the swarms of pirates that infest the islands on 
the coast would repay the cost of a fleet of Chinese gunboats ten 
times over. Besides this, the punishment of the mandarins respon- 
sible for the Tientsin Massacre must be insisted on. The demand 
for this has been too long put off, and too feebly made; and, 
when at length mand are brought to justice, a proclamation setting 
forth the rank of the culprits, the nature of their crimes, particu- 
lars of theirsentences, and the reasons why their punishment wasnot 
immediately inflicted, should be made public in every large city 
in the Empire. We cordially commend Dr. Thin’s volume to the 
perusal of all persons having interest or influence with the Go- 
vernment, and the political education of the classes on whose 
representatives in the Legislature the fate of European trade and 
civilisation in ¢he Far East is now so completely dependent,

This is a very interesting number. That the editor, the Rev. James 

Summers, Professor of Chinese in King’s College, is carrying on his 

work in a thoroughly practical spirit is evident, not only from the gene- 

ral contents of the magazino, but from his own contributions to it. In 
the present number his ‘‘ Note on the Manchu Language ” is, so far as it 
goes, thoroughly exhaustive, and equally valuable to the student and 
the colonist who may contemplate a sojourn in China. ‘‘ The Pearl- 

Embroidered Garment,” a translation from the Chinese by Mr. Carroll, 

H.M.’s Vice-Consul at Foochow, is intercsting from the light it casts on 

parts of the domestic economy of the Chinese, at present too little un- 

derstood. Mr. Hyde Clarke, Foreign Secretary of the Ethnological 

Society, contributes a capital paper on the Eastern relations of the 
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Scythians, and the remainder of the number is made up with interest- 
ing articles, of which one of the most noteworthy is a review of 
General Alexander's Teaou-shin, a dramatic adaptation of an old 
Chinese historical romance, quite a literary curiosity in its way. 
There is also a very sensible article on the Tientsin Massacre, which 
advocates the immediate occupation of the Taku forts. The first 
step should be to withdraw from Peking all diplomatic and consular 
agents to Tientsm—occupy the Taku forts at the mouth of the Peiho— 
seize the arsenals at Foochow and elsewhere—make demonstrations 
before Cantom and Nanking, and put an embargo on all rice and salt 
junks destined for the capital. The Phenix also suggests that the 
Chinese should be compelled to support a foreign contingent at each 
port for the protection of Europeans ; the pay to come from the Mari- 
time Customs Revenue. This plan would not necessarily lead to war; 
in fact, it seems the best way to prevent it. We have followed too long 
the suaviter in modo policy with the Chinese Government; the fortitér 
in re is the necessity of the hour, and will be found to be the most 
humane in the end. 

Bince the commencement of the war between France and Germany 
numerous maps have been issued illustrative of the different acenes of 
operations. Those which were first published comprised the whole of 

nce and Germany, it being at that time a matter of speculation 
where the actual fighting would commence. Subsequently, and after 
the disastrous defeat of the French at Sedan, Paris and its immediate 
environs became the situation upon which interest was directed, and 
maps of that district, with views of the city itself, have continued to 
be offered in endless variety. But now that the annexation of Alsace 
and Lorraine seems to be contemplated as a condition of peace, people 
have become anxious to know the exact extent and situation of those 
territories. This requirement has been met by Mr. Wyld, who has 
igsued a map in which are indicated, by different shades of colouring, 
the various lines of boundary and frontier, thus showing at a single 
glance what ia really required by Germany as a reward for thé success 


ef her arma. 





RAILWAYS FOR CHINA. 

The following, on the eligibility of the country for railways, is from 
Mr. Williamson's book,* noticed in our last :— 

The country is admirably adapted for railways. The greater part 
is a plain, and when mountains branch inwards, there are generally 
valleys, often very wide and fertile, through which lines could be 
carried. The great highways I have just been describing form the 
best guides, both physieally and economically, in reference to the most 
feasible lines. They form the most direct routes to the great empo- 
tiunos of trade, with the fewest possible natural obstractions. Their 
course lies also through the most populous districts; either it was so 
originally, or they have attracted people by the facility of communica- 
tion. Lines of railways, therefore, could be laid parallel to them all. 
But such a network of railways is out of the question at present; 
I can only venture to suggest two great trunk lines, one ranning from 
Peking south to Canton, with a branch to Shanghai; and another run- 
ning east and west from some harbour on the north bank of the Yang- 
taze-kiang, available for ships of large tonnage, say somewhere opposite 
Chinkiang ; and from this carried through Kiang-au, western Shantung, 
Chihli, Shan-si, and on to Shen-si, with a view, ultimately, of being 
carried through Central Asia to Europe--an undertaking not much 
more formidable than the great Pacific line in America now completed. 

Tt would be well to begin with the first for many reasons, but more 
ewpecially becanse in this case advantage could be taken of the 
.banks of the Grand Canal for a portion of the way, and as this 
lies almost directly through a country perfectly level, and as the 
Canal banks are Government property, there would be no bargaining 
with private individuals, no graveyards to desecrate, and, in short, 
the least violent change possible. I have no fear of the junk-men, 
who stil remain on the Canal, rising against such an undertaking. 
Comparatively few now, they would goon find employment in the con- 
struction of the works needed for this enterprise, and they are not 
strangers to the kind of labonr which would be required. In refer- 
ence to them, and the muleteera and carriers of all deseriptionas, I 
am confident that the lateral traffic whieh would immediately 
spring up in connection with such lines would soon engage all 
their resources, and create a business which would astonish them. 
And I base my belief upon personal observation of the spirit 
of the people, confrmed by what has transpired tn reference to 
steam-vessels. These have been rapidly taken advantage of, not only 
by the mercantile classes, but even by the literati, who are so difficult 
to move. Witness the numbera of scholars brought from the south to 
Tientsin for the examinations in Peking ; aleo the numbers of man- 
darins who now use the steamers. At the two last great examina- 
tions at Peking the literati of Foochow actually chartered ® steamer 
to take them there and back—showing that when their convenienee 
requires it they can pocket their prejudice. Moreover, the fame of 
steamships has spread all over the country; everybody speaks of their 
safety and rapidity, so that railways would soon also command their 
spprobation. I see, therefore, no great difficulty in the introduction 
of railways into China. The grave-yard difficulty has been exag- 
gerated ; it is formidable only near large towns, and could easily be 
avoided ; or, where unavoidable, a little extra money or an Imperial 
tablet would soon allay the clamour. A The spologists 
of stagnation say that the Chinese are not prepared for such 
ohanges, and predict all manner of evil consequences. I have seen 
as much of the country as any of these alarmists, and maintain that 
the people are not only prepared for railways, but that they would no 
more digorganise Chinese society than they did that of England, or 
France, or Belgium; for it is marvellous how soon men get aecustomed 
to changes which are for their benofit. In the first instance, immense 
nambers would find employment and good wages on the construction 
ofthe works. The traffic would gradually, as the rails were laid down,

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assimilate itself to the habits of the people; mines and new sources 
of industry would be brought into operation; the agricultural re- 
sources would be greatly developed, and commerce in all its branches 
would receive a powerful impulse. The increased lateral traffic 
would absorb the present carrying trade. Railways would bring 
the whole Empire under the control of the central Government, put 
an end to rebellions, would place commerce on a secure basis, 
equalise the administration of justice, modify those famines which so 
often threaten, and frequently paralyse, large portions of the Empire ; 
moreover, they would provide means for the diffusion of knewledge ; 
they would introduce a new element of life and activity among the 
people, stir up dormant energies, widen the sphere of observation, 
develop new views, evolve new wants, create new business, and de- 
atroy obstructive prejudices ; they would increase the intercourse and 
harmony between Europeans net | Chinese, bringing buyers and sel- 
lera face to face ; they would place the transit duties, that source of 
so much mischief, ona satisfactory footing ; and, in short, would, ina 
thousand ways, promote the advancement and happiness of the people. 
THE COAL MINES OF OHIMA. 

The following is from the same book :—“ An interdicted coal mine 
has been found within two miles of the oity of Tung-chow-Foo, and 
close on the seashore. The existence of the mine—firat reported by 
the natives, and afterwards denied by them—has been set at rest by 
the discovery of a tablet half buried in the ground where the pit was, 
forbidding the further working of the mine. The writer has a copy 
of the inscription in his posseasion. It is dated the eleventh year of 
the Emperor Kia-king, 6th moon, 11th day, which makes it a.p. 
1806. It was issued by the Chi-hien mandarin, and declares that, as 
the pit distarbe the Fang-shui of the villages, burial-grounds, and 
neighbourhood, it is henceforth closed, &c. Afterwards an applica- 
tion was made to reopen it, but the literati took the matter in hand, 
and insisted on its continuing shut, and succeeded in their efforta. 
Seeing that this city is an open treaty port, that it is far removed from 
the capital, that the pit is in a comparatively quiet place, lying not 
far from magnetic iron ore, galena, and silver ore, and that it is within 
thirty-five miles, by sea, of Ehefoo, no doubt attempta will be made to 
work it. Should it prove as productive of coal as is anticipated, it 
will be a great matter to all natives and foreigners, and a boon to the 
eoasting steamers and the men-of-war which coal at the above port, 
Iron ore and iron stone of many descriptions have been found in seve- 
ral places far removed from one another, and in such positions as to 
indicate their wide distribution. Very fine iron ore, viz., the black 
oxide of iron, has been procured at 4 hill called Pau-shan, bout fifty 
li south of Tung-chow-Foo. It lies near the surface, and there appears 
to be plenty of it.” 


OUR POSITION IN CHINA. 
; (THE ECONOMIST.) 

We are inclined, upon the whole, to believe that the position of 
British subjects and British interests in China deserves the most 
serious attention of Her Majesty's Government. It is, no doubt, quite 
possible to overrate the political importance of an Oriental massacre, 
which is as often due to fear as to any other cause, the insurgents see- 
ing no alternative between respect and murder. Asiatics in all coun- 
tries are apt to kill where Europeans would only hoot. It is also quite 
possible to exaggerate the evidences of official complicity. Asiatic 
rulers being much more wader the influence of opinion than we are 
apt to seppose. They cannot afford to despise their soldiers, and their 
soldiers, unless mere mercenaries, share all the prejudices of the classes 
from which they are drawn. The tortures, too—and more especially 
the indecent tortures,—which usually accompany maseaeres in the Kast 
disturb the Western imagination, which regards the wilful infliction 
of pain with a loathing a Chinaman is incompetent even to un- 
derstand. Nevertheless, in this instance we think the evidence 
tends to show that the Anglo-Chinese are in the right, and that 
the European community in China stands in great danger of extirpa- 
tion. The Chinese think that the French are the soldier people of 
Eorope, they know that French power is broken, and they imagine 
that the hour is arrived when foreign interference may safely be 
brought to a close. It is quite impossible that this country should 
tolerate or even disregard a menace of that kind. Not only would its 
realisation lead to an immediate and most annoying war, but ita ex- 
istence involves a danger which is too often overlooked. Capitalists 
do not like to live under personal terror. The exiatence of an infi- 
nitesimal extent of personal danger has for yeara past arrested the flow 
of English capital to Ireland, snd the development of the trade with 
the interior of China is completely stopped by the risks which would 
attend its serious prosecution. It is quite within the range of possi- 
bilities that the Chinese might render residence in Shanghai and other 
ports so insecure, or dangerous, or unpleasant, that the place would 
cease to attract capital, and a trade of immense value, one which has 
scarcely begun, but which already amounts to £20,000,000 a year, 
would be brought to aclose. No country so dependent as our own on 
Asiatic commerce could patiently endure such a loss; and we cannot 
but think that Government would do well to avoid it by precautions 
such as they have not yet employed.

OPINIONS ON THE POSITION IN CHINA. 
THE numerous articles and letters that have appeared in the 
London press on this subject during the last few days are a 
gratifying fact, not only because they prove the greatly ex- 
tended interest now felt in the affairs of China, but because, 
for the most part, they are written in a liberal and earaest 
spirit. Of course, in such a mass of correspondence it would 
be idle to expect to find no exceptions tu the general tone of 
the Press ; but such productions usually condemn themselves 
by their own sophistry, and require no serious argument to 
refute them. As notable specimens of this kind of writing 
we need do no more than refer our readers to the letters of 
“FE.” to The Times and “ Mencius” to the Pall Mall Gazette. 
The former is merely a farrago of exploded diatribes against 
missionary enterprise, and the latter is a vulgar and lengthy 
piece of special pleading, apparently designed to prove, first, 
that Euglishwomen who speak French and enter religious 
societies forfeit all claim to the protection of their mother 
country, under circumstances of peculiar self-denial and 
devotion ; and secondly, that British subjects in China have 
no claim to the protection of the Government, and would not 
be worth the cost of it if they had, seeing that their existence 
in China is of no use to anybody but themselves, and only to 
themselves on account of the vast fortunes they amass. “Mencius 
wilfully ignores the fact that the English merchant in the Far 
East is not only the medium through which the wages paid 
in Lancashire and Yorkshire for the cottons and woollens 
they export are brought to the fire-side of the British work- 
man, but also that the table of the same artisan (like the 
table of “ Mencius” himself) is supplied with cheap luxuries 
otherwise unattainable, through the industry and enterprise 
of his béte notre—the sordid merchant. Happily the “ Mencius” 
variety of political economist is nearly as extinct as anti- 
missionary reasoners of the “ F.” school. Our readers have 
only to glance at them to seo to what miserable shifts the 
partisans of the Government are driven in the attempt to 
extenuate the delays of the Foreign Office.

Tax proclamation of neutrality by the Japanese Govern- 
ment, reported in another column, is a gratifying fact in a 
double sense. It not only shows the keen observation with 
which they watch and emulate the proceedings of the West- 
ern Powers, but, by the steps taken, in despatching ships of 
war for the purpose of enforcing the proclamation on either 
of the belligerents who might be inclined to disregard it, it 
displays a firmness and resolution which must command the 
respect of both countries. Asa first fruit of this wise precau- 
tion we may now, no doubt, regard the absence of news of 
any engagement following the ill-advised challenge between 
a French and German ship of war stationed in Japan, which 
was reported a few weeks ago. 


Ws believe that the powers entrasted to Mr. Lay have 
been cancelled, and that the Oriental Bank Corporation now 
solely represent the Japanese Government. A notice will 
shortly be issued in reference to the £1,000,000 lcan lately 
negotiated by Mr. Lay. 
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THE OPENING UP OF CHINA. 

Mr. WILL1AMson’s book contains abundant evidence of the 
vast internal mineral and other resources of China which 
lie undeveloped, owing to the blindness of the ruling classes, 
who believe in the powers of Funa-suut and such like trash, 
unworthy of people with any pretensions to education. That 
this state of things will ultimately fall before mon of rising 
genius there can be no doubt ; but how much longer are we 
to be scraping at the outer crust only of China, and submit 
to be cooped up at Treaty Ports with expensive Consulates ? 
Why should our merchants, and men of science, aud our 
missionaries be prohibited from pushing their way to any 
part of China which is promising? All that is necessary is 
that they should work their own way on their own responsi- 
bility. Last year, when the negotiations were in'full play for 
the revision of the Treaty, we advocated that we should in- 
sist on the opening up of all China. This is what we still 
advocate as the safest and easiest. means to reach a satisfac- 
tory state of relations with China, instead of the present re- 
stricted intercourse which brings its wars round almost 
every decade. Mr. Wxtiamson has gone through the length 
and breadth of the land, where no foreigner was ever before 
seen, and what does he tell us? Why, that the masses of the 
people are friendly, and that the hatred and opposition proceed 
entirely from the governing classes—high and low gradese— 
who perceive that the contact of the foreigner is opening the 
eyes of the people and inducing a resistance to their wretched 
grinding and squeezing. It is this,and nothing but this, 
that keeps us back from extending oar commerce all over the 
Empire. These ten journeys of Mr. WILLIAMSON, most of them 
of great extent, have done more to enlighten us on the real 
character of the people and its condition than all the expensive 
expeditions undertaken by our Government. They prove that 
Englishmen can go into the interior on their own respon- 
sibility with safety, were it not for obatruction by the officials, 
Our Government objects to merchauts exploring the in- 
terior for emporiums of trade, as they consider that they 
must be avenged in case of injury; but this nursing is 
not required, Our merchants are ready to go on their own 
responsibility, and take all risks. Let this be done, and we 
opine that Funa-saui and all such superstition will speedily 
vanish. Mines will be worked, canals, rivers, and roads re- 
paired, railways and inland stcamers introduced, in ten years 
the Central Government would have such a hold on the pro- 
vinces that rebellion would be impossible, bribery and cor- 
ruption, which now undermine every department, would 
vanish, and China and its Government be once more a happy 
country. Inanother column we print an extract from Mr. 
Wituramson’s book on the eligibility of the country for rail- 
ways. Is there no well-wisher of the Chinese at Peking who 
can rouse the men in authority to their true interests? In- 
stead of the millions spent on arsenals to resist the foreigner, 
which have no bearing on the well-being of the people, how 
much better would these millions have been invested in rail- 
ways developing the mining districts and general resources of 
the country ! 


UNANIMITY AMONG THE FOREIGN RESIDENTS 
AT SHANGHAI. 

Accornine to latest accounts from Shanghai the attitude 
of the foreign residents continued to be satisfactory. The 
unanimous feeling of sympathy for their French confreres, 
expressed by every member of that cosmopolitan community 
after the Tientsin Massacre, has not been disturbed by any 
word or deed committed by subjects of the belligerent 
Powers. When the news arrived in China of the war be- 
tween France and Germany fears were entertained that the 
representatives of these nations would at once assume a hos- 
tile attitude towards each other, and thereby weaken the 
efforts to obtain reparation from the Chinese Government. 
We are glad to find that this bond of union has not been 
broken, and trust that, whatever betide, it will remain 
firm to the end. " Perhaps no one has done more service in 
cementing the friendly intercourse of the foreign resi- 
dents at Shanghai under the calamitous circumstances 
than Sir Epmunp Hornsy, H.B.M.’s Chief Judge for China 
and Japan. On his leaving China for Europe, by way 
of America, he was presented with a flattering testimonial, 
to which he made an appropriate reply. In it occurs the 
following passage :—“ The painful and astounding iutelli- 
“gence we have just received of political disturbance in 
“ Europe will, I am sure, make no difference in the friendli- 
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“ ness of your relations with each other. Though you may 
“ be the subjects of rival and hostile Governments, your mu- 
“ tual relations are of a far more intimate and holy charac- 
“ter. You are members of one family, residing in a strange 
“ land, exposed to common dangers, and having common inte- 
“ rests; whether your rulers see fit to differ or agree, that can- 
“ not and ought not to affect you. War isa curse ; but let it 
“ not, I beseeoh you, interrupt feelings that spring from mu- 
“tual respect, kindly intercourse, and private social rela- 
“tions.” These noble sentiments of the learned Judge 
had great weight with the community, and were quoted by 
Count Mgyan, the French Consul-General at Shanghai, at the 
official dinner given on the 15th August, when he declared 
that the sentiments of himself and his fellow-countrymen 
were in accordance with those views. From this we may 
safely conclude that the French residents will be restrained 
by authority from disturbing the friendly relations that sub- 
sist. But will the German residents be restrained from 
making demonstrations on receipt of the great victories of 
their arms in France? We fear not. Hence there is the 
possibility of some collision between residents of the belli- 
gerent nationalities. On this point the Consul for the North 
German Confederation has not ventured upon any public 
expression of opinion ; neither have the German residents 
recorded publicly their pacific sentiments. Some action of 
this kind would be reassuring to all who have the interests 
of Shanghai at heart. And should it be, when this terrible 
war is at an end, that the foreign community continue in 
friendly intercourse with each other, it will expunge from 
the record of Shanghai the vile aspersions which have been 
cast on its society. 


GAMBLING AT THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Many people in England are looking anxiously to learn 
what the Governor of Singapore will have to say on the sub- 
ject of gambling. It would seem that from time to time 
this vice breaks out in the East, and has to be repressed by 
vigorous measures. “We gather from the latest newspapers 
that such an outbreak now threatens, and that the subject 
has been again brought prominently before the notice of the 
public in Singapore. It appears to us desirable to remind 
our readers how gambling is regarded in Eugland. Many of 
our countrymen, when they leave home, seem to forget the 
opinions entertained—the sentimental opinions it may be— 
of the nation they have left. Let us remind such persons of 
what they may have forgottev. England hates gambling 
with all her’heart. She, will not tolerate it wherever she can 
put an end to it. People may think her hypocritical or 
pharisaical, or no better than her neighbours, but on certain 
subjects she has made up her mind, and cannot be changed. 
Gambling is one of these subjects. We have put down gam- 
bling-houses here ; we apprebend race gamblers ; we have 
protested against the vice until we have created a public 
opinion in Europe on our side, and the “hells” have had to 
disappear even from Continental States. Now, while Eng- 
land has put down “hells” in Europe, it would be a 
great mistake to imagine that she is going to tolerate them 
in British colonies. We are not unmindful of the difference 
in circumstances here and in the East. There are certain 
vices which we in this country can readily understand break 
out with renewed virulence in hot countries. Such vices it may 
be impossible to suppress, and we may therefore be under the 
necessity of regulating them. But gambling is not one of these. 
Let our colonial readers distinctly understand this fact, that, 
if the question were ever put to the English nation or to 
Parliament—Are you prepared to tolerate the existence of 
gambling in Singapore or elsewhere? there would be but 
one answer—Gambling musé be put an end to. Our 
contemporary the Straits Times says:—“ We are by 
“no means advocates of harsh measures; we would much 
“rather see the vice farmed out. . Either legalise it or 
“ suppress it.” We say distinctly, suppress it. Our readers 
may rely upon this, that English public opinion will be 
against any attempt whatever to legalise the traffic. The 
argument which was so foolishly used in the case of the 
gambling farms at Hong Kong, that a considerable revenue 
was derived from the legalisation of the vice, will not avail 
for a moment in this country—will rather tell against than 
for the cause for which it is used. Vespastan said non olet 
of_a tax derived from an equally obnoxious source, but in the 
nostrils of the British public such a tax does smell. 
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We may now deal with a more technical matter. In the 
columns of the contemporary already alluded to it is stated 
that the law is at present incompetent to deal with the sub- 
ject. The writer admits that former magistrates have con- 
trived to work the law, but he suggests that this has been 
done by construing it “very liberally ”"—that is, in plain 
English, by exceeding it, or adding to its provisions. We 
have taken some pains to look into the subject, and have 
fortified ourselves by opinions in which we can place con- 
fidence, and we can assure our contemporary that he is in 
the wrong. We believe the law as it at present exists is now, 
as it has been found to be in times past, amply sufficient to 
meet the evil. What is wanted is not better law, but better 
administration of it. The common law of England, and 
the laws of all civilised countries, now set their faces 
against gambling on the ground of public policy. Any 
statute which is passed in England on the subject is 
not in substitution for, but in confirmation of, the com- 
mon law. And the same principle applies to the laws 
at the Straits or at any other of our colonies, Gambling is 
of itself against public policy, and any particular statute 
which is passed must always be read by this light. In other 
words, it must be construed so as to give jurisdiction. Our 
contemporary, however, seems to think that the Act in force 
applies only to “ regular gambling-houses.” Probably his 
conclusions are derived from reading the 56th section of the 
local Police Act. We readily admit that if this were the 
only section which bore on the subject there would be much 
to be said for our contemporary’s rendering of the law. But 
another Act puts the whole question on a much broader 
basis. The Act No. LXVIII. of 1860 in section 15 gives the 
widest possible meaning to the words “common gaming- 
houses.” It meets the difficulty in the boldest possible way. 
When evidence has been given against his house either that 
cards, dice, gaming-table, or cloth, board, or other instru- 
ment of gambling has been found in it, this stringent 
law throws the burden of proof upon the householder 
that his house is not a gaming-house. In other words, 
it gives the widest possible meaning to the word gam- 
ing-house. If such a law is not strong enough to put 
down gaming-houses it ia difficult to see how it could be 
strengthened. Any house in which gambling has been car- 
ried on is a gaming-house under this Act until the owner 
can prove the contrary. Put into plain English, this means, 
of course, that if evidence can be brought to show that gam- 
bling has gone on in a house the law will throw every obstacle 
in the way of the person who wishes to prove that his house 
is not commonly so used. We have no wish, however, to go 
further into the technicalities of the question. Our objeot 
is to remind Englishmen abroad how strong is the feeling in 
England against this vice, and to warn them that their safest 
course—the only course which England will approve—is to 
rout the evil out entirely. 


We have received a copy of the “Reprint of Letters on 
the Tientsin Massacre” from the North China Daily News, 
just issued in pamphlet form from the Worth China Herald 
office, Shanghai. We have already noticed these letters as 
they appeared, and therefore it only remains for us now to ac- 
knowledge the good service rendered by the editors of our 
China contemporary in reproducing them in their present 
compact form. Connected, as they are, by a few brief sentences 
of explanation, and supplemented by translations of the de- 
spatches and proclamations issued by the Chinese authorities 
since the massacre, they forma complete text-book for the course 
of action imposed upon our Government by that outrage. 


NotwitHsTANDING the critical state of all the ports in 
China, reported by each telegram, and the urgent request 
on the part of the English community at Shanghai for 
troops from India, we regret to say that none have been 
sent forward either from England or India. The troops from 
Madras are simply the ordinary reliefs for the Hong Kong 
garrison. 


THE PRESS AND CORRESPONDENTS ON THE 
TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

The Times of the 25th says the last news is not of a character to 
remove anxiety. <A private telegram, indeed, announced that punish- 
ment had in some degree been inflicted ; and it is surprising that, in 
@ matter which may issue in such important consequences, the Govern- 
ment should be outstripped in information by private firms—the pre- 
sent being not the first time in which official intelligence has been thus 
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behindhand. It is satisfactory to hear that any measure of vengeance 
for the recent Massacre has been inflicted. But there is reason to fear 
the example thus made will have fallen short of the just demands of 
Count de Rochechouart had demanded, above 
all, the execution of the three mandarins who, as magistrates in the 
city of Tientsin, were fully believed to have been directly concerned 
in the outrage. One must have escaped punishment altogether, and, 
from the other two having been simply transported, it would seem but 
too probable that the European authorities will deem that due satis- 
faction has not been afforded. Any number of miserable Chinese can 
always be produced for execution, and if the great men escape with a 
punishment which might secretly be rendered nominal, very little 
can have been done towards stigmatising the recent crime in the eyes

These apprehensions are confirmed by the telegram announcing 
that a Chinese army has been sent to Tientsin, and the Taku Forts 
have been armed and provisioned. It is difficult to understand why 


the Chinese should be thus preparing for active military operations, 
unless they were still conscious of the dissatisfaction of foreign Powers, 


and expected to provoke an attack. We learn, at the same time, 
that another chapel has been burnt down, and, though its restoration 
is promized, the incident would seem to show that the spirit of fana- 
The assassination at Nanking 
of the Viceroy Ma, a known protector of the foreigners, is another 
most ominous symptom. Amid this uncertainty the mail brings the

translation of a memorandum relative to the massacre by Tseng-kwo- 


Fan, who is Viceroy of the province in which the outrage was com- 


mitted, and who is said to be the most powerful mandarin in China. 
It must be admitted that, as a literary production, this memorandum 


is unexceptionable, and might with advantage be imitated nearer 


home. 


If we could consider it apart from the occasion on which it was 


written, we might regard it with unqualified satisfaction. Tseng-kwo- 
Fan acknowledges that it is the aim of the Catholic religion to teach 


men to be virtuous ; he recounts that the Emperor Kang-hi long ago 
gave permission to catablish it in his dominions; and he condescends 


to compare the Hospitals of the Sisters of Mercy to the Chinese 
Foundling Hospitals. ‘Charity and Mercy,” he says, “are the desire 
of the Sisters; if, therefore, they are accused of abominable deeds, 
foreigners will be justly prompted to resentment’ and wrath.” Tseng- 
kwo-Fan’s conclusion is that the Emperor should promulgate an Edict 
in all the provinces of the Empire, ‘‘ openly declaring that the mis- 
deeds laid to the charge of the missionarics are nothing but calumnies, 
so that the wrong done to foreigners by these slanders may be 
expiated.” 

e do not underrate the importance of having such sentiments 
officially placed on record by a powerful mandarin. But the very ex- 


cellence of such atatements furnishes the greatest condemnation of 


theirauthor. Why has Tseng-kwo-Fan waited until after the Tientsin 
Massacre to dieperse these slanders and to invoke the authority of the 
Emperor Kang-hi in support of the Catholic religion? Had the Em- 
peror some time ago published such an edict as he is now invited to 
issue, the popular fury would, in all probability, have been restrained, 
However unexceptionable in itself, this memorandum isin the highest 
degree unsatisfactory, considered as an inquiry into the Tientsin Mas- 
sacre. That atrocity was crying for vengeance at the time this cool memo- 
randum was written and published. The very first duty of the Viceroy 
was to discover the guilty persons and to punish them. But this duty 
ig entirely put aside, and the massacre is referred to in the mildest 
ossible terms. It isa ‘‘sad occutrence,’’ a “disturbance,” a “' great 
igaster,”” bnt nowhere is it styled a heinous crime. 
dealing with the occasion which it is impossible to endure. It is ex. 
actly in accordance with the usual craft of the Chinese. The Viceroy 
can afford to be polite in official documents so long as he can unoffi- 
cially wink at the murder of foreigners by Chinese bravoes. The one 
thing upon which we must insist is the condign punishment of the 
authoritics who were responsible for the recent massacre. If this has 
not yet been granted, no farther time should be lost in enforcing it. 





“M.N.,” writing to The Times, says there can be little doubt that the 
two mandarins who are said to have been traneported were the pre- 
fect and district magistrate of Tientein, whose duty it was to have 
prevented the organised rising of the 21st of June. The official 
status of} these mandarins is comparatively low, the higher of tho 
two ranking only with @ vice-consul or interpreter in the British 
Consular Service; but there was another mandarin,+whose guilt was 
more flagrant still than theirs, and who is suid to have actually led 
the rioters that sacked the French Consulate and murdered its in- 
mates. This was Chen-kwo-Jui, one of Tseng-kwo-Fan’s military 
subordinates, who distinguished himself against the Nienfei in 1868, 
and holds the rank of General in the Chinese army. He ia, therefore, 
8 man of note, and his decapitation on the scene of his crime would 
have a deterrent effect of the most salutary kind, but while the lesser 
criminals are punished —however inadequately —the greater one escapes 
for the present ecot free. Count Rochechowart’s demand for the exe- 
cution of this man hag, it seems, been flatly refased by the Governor- 
General of the Province of Chili, the highest local authority to whom 
it could be referred. It only remaina, therefore, for the representa- 
tives of France and England to appeal from Tseng-kwo-Fan to the 
Imperial Government, and if, as is most likely, this appeal be made 
in vain, it then becomes our duty to coerce that Government into a 
compliance with the demands of justice. This might be done by re- 
occupying the Taku Forts for a period, aay, of five years, and by oblig- 
ing the city of Tientsin to pay the expenses of the occupation. We 
might, further, insist on placing our Legations in telegraphic com- 
munication with Taku, and I would suggest that Russia, also, should 
demand the right of extending her telegraph from Kiachts to Peking. 

Presuming that Chen-kwo-Jui’s guilt is clearly proved, and"that the 
Imperial Government refase to execute him, and publish by a proela- 
mation at Tientsin, and by an edict in the Peking Gaselte, the parti-

culars of his crime and punishment, it should then be told that the 
Forts will be occupied for some fixed period, as I have above stated, 
and held at the expense of the city which has disgraced itself by the 
massacre of unoffending women, and it should also be told that if any 
armed opposition be offered to our troops the grain fleet which pre~ 
ceeds to Tientsin every year with the tribute rice will be arrested, or 
that possession will be taken of the Shanghai arsenal or of the foreign- 
built Chinese fleet. Knowing our power to execute these threat the 
Government would not dare to oppose the re-occupation of the Taku 
Forts, and their retention by an Anglo-French foree would tend 
greatly to restore commercial confidence at Tientain, the largest 
market in China for our cotton goods, and would also aid, possibly, in 
bringing about a peaceful solution of the Audience Question—a ques- 
tion that may soon be raised, and on the right decision of which will 
chiefly depend the future security of our relations with the Manchu 
Tartar Dynasty. 

“ Tientain” writes to The 7'imes concerning the passage in Tseng- 
kwo-Fan‘'s Memorandum in which he alleges that Wong San made a 
confession that kidnapping was practised by Chinese Christians. 
“‘Tientsin” explains that Wong San was door-porter to the Tien-cha- 
Tang, or cathedral. After the massacre he was imprisoned in one of 
the Yamena of the city, and there underwent the most horrible tor- 
tures ; his hands and feet were in a frightful state, and but little life 
was apparently left in him when he was released on the demand of 
the Consul. Whatever this man stated under torture he has conmtra- 
dicted on his release. Tseng-kwo-Fan does not state that his confes- 
sion was made under torture; he leaves it to be imagined that the 
statements were made under simple examination, so that they are un- 
reliable being contradictory. 


“ Mencius” writes to the Pall Mall Gazette that, whatever doubt may 
prevail on this subject among miscellaneous observers, there is one 
clase, at least, whoentertain none whatever—the English traders with 
China and residents there. According to them, full revenge for the 
past, full secarity for the future—these are to be exacted vigorously 
without the tedious preliminary process of waiting to know what mea- 
sures the Chinese have taken, or what they have to say in defence of 
them. The opportunity must be taken at once, not only to punish 
the offenders against France, but to place English trade and concern 
in China on a satisfactory and permanent footing—for the sixth or 
seventh time in our recollection. ‘‘ And everybody knows, and no 
one exactly likes to say,” continues this writor, “that, whatever the 
resalt a Chinese war might have, it would most assuredly, in its first 
stages, fill the pockets and exalt the position of all the membe ra of 
our colony there who have wit enough to turn a good occasion to a 

od account.” In the Tientsin Massacre three of the slain were 

ussians—engaged in their lawful business, and under Russian, not 
French, protection. They were killed by mistake. One unfortunate 
lady was, by birth, British ; but in everything but birth she was 
French. Under these circumstances, Russia, we are told, instituted 
her inquiries into the case. She was satisfied that the slaughter of her 
subjects by the mob was unintentional. No injury, no insult, were 
intended to Russia. And it was not tho business of Russia to avenge 
insults intended for another Power, because by accident, however 
sinister, they happened to involve innocent subjects of her own. Ras- 
sia is therefore reported to have resolved on taking no action in the 
matter as regards the alleged individual injury to herself. What she 
may do in combination with others is another matter. And “Men- 
cius” thinks that few reasonable men will imagine, if the facts be 
thus, that Russia is disgraced by her moderation. The apparent Rus- 
sian grievance in the matter is far greater than ours. Her subjects 
were slain in the streets, in no connection with the obnoxious Freuch, 
and under the protection of their Sovereign. Our poor fellow-subject 
had practically renounced her British connection and protection, wore 
French religious garments, was joined to a French religious society, 
and was mordered, so to speak, as a Frenchwoman. But while no 
one taunts Russia for being thus quiescent, a portion of our opposition 

ress, rcinforced by a strong Anglo-Chinese contingent, is profus: ia 
its vituperation of the British Government for not having treated this 
miserable but obvious accident at once as a cause of hostilities, to be 
averted by no apology or satisfaction, but to be earried on to tho 
point at least when every Anglo-Chinese shall himself admit that he 
is in complete security, and enjoying the full fruits of his commerciat 
enterprise. 

Of course thig means that we are to eonqner China for the benefit 
of the Anglo-Chinese, and would be so understood. Bnt, omitting 
altogether the view which the Chincso themselves would take of the 
matter, let us consider for a moment—what “ Hong Kong,” wisely 
for his purpose, omits—the curious complication in which these pro- 
ceedings would involve us with other European Powers. As has been 
often pointed ont, no State hasany commercial connection with China, 
except Great Britain, and, to a very minor extent, America. Bat 
France, which has no such interest in China at all, is just as much a 
treaty Poweras they are; and Russia and North Germany have taken 
good care to place themselves in China on the ‘‘ most favoured na- 
tion’ footing. We cannot obtain from China a single advantage which 
we must notsharo with all these. We cannot take asingle step againat 
China, unless on a purely English occasion, without consultation or 
co-operation with them. “The aid and countenance of Amcrica, North 
Gerinany, and Ruasia should be obtained, as it easily can,” says “ Hong 
Kong,” with much simplicity, in a letter to The Times, I think it 
very probable that it might ; but on one condition: that we—the par- 
ties really conccrned —should do all the paying and most of the fight- 
ing, and that all the other Powers should obtain an exactly equal 
share in the results with oursclves. That King William or Czar Ni« 
cholas would take any other view of the subject than this I am far tod 
little sanguine to believe. They would use the Chinese treaty railways 
and treaty telegraphs just as we should use them, and their represen- 
tatives would vex the Chinese with demands arising out of the con- 
struction fand maintenance of these railways jast as we should ver 
them. They would each hold one key of the customs treasury by way 
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of fraternal co-operation with ourselves. It would become with them, 
not a matter of interest as we Britishers are said to measure national 
interest, namely, by money, but a matter of national pride, that not 
one advantage should be obtained in which they did not share—not 
one negotiation or public examination entered into in which they 
should not participate. 

In order to complete a scheme which implies in truth the absolute 
subjugation of China, it would be far better that this subjugation 
should be announced at once, and China and its Emperor placed under 
@ joint European and American protectorate; and then, what next? 
Bat, however sweeping may be the views entertained by writers such 
as ‘‘ Hong Kong,” there are enthusiasts of the Anglo-Chinese per- 
suasion whose zeal is of a still more burning order. No Englishman's 

perty has been injured. Nota hair of an Englishman’s head has 

m touched. But because we are afraid that outrages against Eng- 
lishmen’s persons and property may be perpetrated—and no one can 
deny that the apprehension is a real one in the case of a nation subject 
to such ungovernable and anomalous impulses as the Chinese, there- 
fore, ‘‘ One about to return to China” writes to The Times, pleading for 
war at once: war without special purpose, without conditions, without 
limits, This writer, at least, suggests only one; war until the’Anglo- 
Chinese—he distinctly announces that they alone are competent judges 
in the matter—say they have had enough. War with China, which 
simply means massacre; the slaughter, by all the latest European 
methods of extermination, of myriads of wretches who have no means 
of resistance except what despair may at last lend them—war with 
its regular Chinese accompaniments: cities of ancient wealth bar- 
barously destroyed, helpless families of women and children piled 
as corpses within their own doors, sacrificed either to the fire of 
their enemy or the dark passions, half-murderous and _half-suicidal, 
which arise in the minds of the miserable defenders. We 
have satisfied to our own full satisfaction our national prudery in 
these matters by condemning the recklessness of the French, from 
Emperor to journalist, in making light of the horrors which war was 
to bring on their enemies the Germans. What European warfare has 
ever surpassed the horrors which we have unwillingly perpetrated on 
these savage but defenceless enemies; and which our Anglo-Chinese ad- 
visers invite us to renew—not for national glory, not for freedom, not 
for independence, but in order that capitalists who have chosen to bay 
land and establish houses of business in China may be secured—which, 
after all, they never can be—to their own hearts’ content against a pos- 
sible violation of treaty. “Mencius” concludes by expressing his anxiety 
not to be misunderstood. He says :—“ Our foreign export trade is 
most essential to our greatness ; almost necessary to our existence. 
Those who engage in it, though in pursuit of their own advantage only, 
are benefactors of their country in an indirect but most important 
sense; and defended in case of need they must be. But if we owe 
them much, the creditor side of the account is rather an alarming one 
also. The privileges which they aim at obtaining in some foreign 
countries, the maintenance by the public of the rights which they claim 
in others, involve us in very heavy responsibilities indeed. Their pressure 
on Government after Government in the affairs of China has lost us— 
with justice—that favourable judgment of the leaders of the civilised 
world which our conduct in the matter of the slave trade and other 
questions of great gencral interest has tended to secure us. 

“*K.,” writing to The Times, says that the massacre was perpe- 

trated with such brutality that the provocation which led to it is apt 
to be forgotten or passed over too lightly, yet such was ite nature that 
no people could be expected to tolerate it. It would be very satis- 
factory if a proper investigation were made into the proceedings of 
the missionaries in China, which might lead to the correction of 
abuses by which our friendly relations with the Chinese have before 
now been endangercd ; for it wonld be too much to expect the 
missionaries themselves to remedy these abuses. They never see such 
things in the same light as other people; to them temporal interests 
are as nothing in comparison to what they choose to consider eternal 
ones. Why take for granted that the Chinese alone are to blame? If 
Poorle set up their religion above the laws of the land, why should 
hey not suffer for it in China as they have often done in Europe? 
According to the treaty, I believe that prosclytising missionaries aro 
allowed by the Chinese Government, but if this is opposed to the feel- 
ings of the people, and only extorted through fear, how can it be en- 
forced, and why should we insist on it? We would not do so in the 
case of any European Government ; then why in China? 





The Standard says :—The preparations which are being made by 
the British Government continue to be of the most languid and per- 
fanctory character. A battalion of marines has been ordered for ser- 
viee in China, and a telegram published on Saturday announced 
that the departure of troops from Madras is being hastened. We pre- 
sume that not more than a single battalion of marines can be spared 
just now from England. Yet we may remember that it was only last 
year that the Ministry took credit to themselves for having reduced 
four thousand marines, Now, when we want them, we are obliged to 
go without, tothe imminent risk of British intereats, and to the detri- 
ment of commerce, perhaps ten times greater, stated in money, than 
the total of what we saved last year in this transaction. The French 
Ambassador, M. Rochechouart, if the reports are true, is acting some- 
what foolishly by holding aloof from the representatives of other na- 
tions—this appearance of discord among the Europeans having led 
the Chinese ernment to propose to the Prussian Minister an al- 
liance against France. These overtures have, of course, been de- 
clined by the representative of Prussia. It is most unfortunate 

deed that just at this crisis, when it is necessary for the Euro- 
peans to act unanimously against the Chinese, there should be 
war in Europe between France and Prussia. 


The Pall Mall Gazette says it is donbtfal whether British statesmen 
quite understand the importance to this country of three barbarous 
or semi-barbarous countries ju the extreme East, and it is quite cer- 
tain that the English public does not understand it at all. From 
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India, China, and Japan we import nothing that we eat or drink ex- 
cept a luxury, tea, and a grain which is something more or less than 
a luxury, rice; yet the stoppage of our mercantile connection with 
these countries would inevitably carry with it the starvatiou of large 
numbers of the English labouring classes. Russia, Germany, France, 
and the United States, the countries which send us our food, do not 
take nearly enough of our goods to close the account. How, then, do 
we pay for the remainder? Unquestionably we pay for it by the 
Age of our sales made chiefly in the open markets of the Far East, 

f the Indian and the Chinese markets were shut against us, our work- 
men would have tostarve or to pinch as infallibly as if some convulsion 
of nature suddenly cut us off from the vast corn-lands of the Missis- 
sippi valley or of Southern Russia. A vast deal more is at stake than 
the interests of a comparatively small number of merchants bent on 
making a fortune rapidly. Are we or are we notin danger of being 
pushed from the Chinese market by a population so enormous that if 
they pleased they could, so to speak, squeeze us out of their country 
by putting their shoulders together? The Oriental passion of exclu- 
siveness is apparently becoming ungovernable in China at the present 
moment; and yet, serious to us as is the question how best it can be 
controlled, we are all but without the means of resolving it. 
We are probably but imperfectly informed as to the conditions 
of our Government in India; yet our knowledge of India is om- 
niscience as compared with our knowledge of China. It would 
almost appear as if Chinese affairs had been deliberately so dealt 
with by the British Government as to prevent any stock of offi- 
cial knowledge of the Chinese from forming itself; and nobody 
who is capable of measaring the depths of our ignorance of 
Japan, and who remembers what the history of that remarkable 
country has been would be surprised to find that the Japanese market, 
now yearly increasing in importance, has been finally closed against 
us at any moment by a people which is possibly only learning the arte 
of the foreigner to turn them against himself. Amidst such general 
ignorance, the dependence of our population for the means of pro- 
curing work, and food through work, on countries which, if not bar- 
barous, have a civilisation naturally leading to extreme exclusiveness, 
is one of the greatest of the perils obscuring the future of Eugland. 
Nobody who the least appreciates it will fail to wish that our markets 
were nearer home and less likely to be taken away by causes of which 
we have little knowledge and over which we have little control. It is 
much to be wished that Mr. Lowe could be induced to review the 
opinions or the prejudices which have led him to offer resistance to 
the negotiation of farther Commercial Treaties. He has used no arga- 
ment worth attention on the subject except in contending that such 
treaties have the effect of reviving Protectionist errors. As a matter 
of fact, this may be true; for there are people who cannot distinguish 
between the old class of Commercial Treaties, which created a sort of 
little loop in the circle of Protection, and the treaties which have been 
entered into since we adopted Free Trade. When once Customs 
Duties came to be imposed exclusively for fiscal purposes, Commercial 
Treaties necessarily changed their nature, A treaty of this kind is now 
nothing more than the purchase of a new market by the abandon- 
ment of all or part of a fund which would otherwise have come into 
the Exchequer. This fund, if it got there, might possibly create a 
surplus; and what Mr. Lowe really means is that he likes to dispose 
of his own surpluses in his own way. This year he so disposed of one 
as to bring about a doubtful diminution in the price of sugar to the 
extent of about a farthing a pound. Mr. Lowe is entitled to contend 
that this economy benefited the working class more than the openin 
of a new market for the produce of its labour; but he is not entitle 
to assert that the possibility of buying such a market with his aur- 
pluses is a mere Protectionist delusion. 

The Daily Telegraph says China is again a source of trouble, and 
the old familiar uncertainty still seems to attend all our information 
about its politics. As a matter of fact, the Chinese Government has 
not yet fully complied with the demand for justice made by the French 
representatives. It has banished two mandaring implicated in the 
massacre of the Sisters of Mercy at Tientsin, and it seems to have 
executed a round dozen of obscure wretches who were possibly in- 
nocent, at least of the particular crime. At the same time it would 
be unfair to charge the central Government with intentional neglect 
of an urgent duty in the case, since the very eminence of the criminals 
might render the action of the Peking officials more difficult to arrange. 
The means of enforcing such action may, for aught we know, be con- 
templated by the military movementa now announced. Such would 
aleo seem to be the impression of our own authorities, for we have 
sent & battalion of Marines to Chins, and a body of troops has been 
despatched thither with pressiog haste from Madras. For the pre- 
sent, therefore, it is difficult to say with any assurance whether 
we should be concerned or relieved by the presence of the young 
Emperor's “braves” at tho Taku forts and the city, or whether 
the European Powers are likely to become involved in the quarrel of 
Count Rochechouart. The signs of popular sympathy with the mur- 
derers which are to be gathered from the latest China newspapers are 
the reverse {of reassuring. The Viceroy of Nanking, Ma, has been 
stabbed by an assassin—notoriously for his equitable conduct towards 
Europeans. Moreover, when the Chefoo of Tientsin executed two 
kidnappers of children, and pointedly connected their crime with the 
Convent of St. Vincent de Paul, the people sent him a “ ten-thousand- 
names umbrella,” and, ir. addition to this signal token of approval, a 
tablet in blue and gold, bearing the inscription, ‘‘ Countless families 
have produced a Buddha.” After the horrid butchery at Tientsin 
there were {published over the Empire roughly-drawn and highly- 
daubed fans, representing with coarse fidelity the cruel tragedy of the 
@1st of June. In the grotesque perspective and quaint figure-drawing 
made familiar to us by the willow pattern plate, the artist had do- 
picted the Catholic church sending out flames from every window, the 
boats on the river crowded with armed pcople, and the victims suc- 
eumbing to Knife and matchlock, three of them in the foreground 
writhing in caricatured agonies. The “ Governor,” moreover, was pour 
trayed. sitting in his chair of state, and blandly surveying the atroci-

tlements, and to apply a close but friendly pressure to the Central 
Government. The arrival of our troops, even if they proceed no 
further than a treaty port, will help to check any wavering in the reso- 
lutions of the authorities at Peking, and the force will be available for 
more rigorous measures should eventa unfortunately call for decisive 
action. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month and nine months 
ended the 30th September are of a satisfactory character, and 
indicate less depression in business. The total declared value of 
exports for the month of the present year was £17,090,823, against 
£16,365,725 in the month of 1869, and £17,027,240 in 1868, which 
is an increase compared with the former period of £725,098, and 
with the latter of £63,583. For the nine months of the present 
year the total was £148,634,191, in 1869 it was £142,707,536, and 
in 1868 £133,804,263, showing an increase over 1869 of £5,926,655, 
and of £14,829,928 over 1868. The imports are given only for 
the month and cight months ending August 31st, and are as fol- 
lows :—For the month of the present year the total was 
£21,033,059 ; in 1866, £20,559,578 ; and in 1868, £20,285,457. 
For the eight months the totals were— £160,466,361, £148,553,064, 
and £152,637,733 respectively. The imports and exports of bul- 
lion and specie for the nine months of the several years were in 
1870 :—Imports, £22,075,461, and exports, £12,576,872 ; in 1869, 
imports, £16,146,896, and exports, £13,078,459; and in 1868, 
imports, £20,524,195, and exports, £14,928,319, showing an ex- 
cess of imports in the respective periods of £9,498,589, £3,068,437, 
and £5,595,876.

The receipts from Sept. 20 to Oct. 5 amounted to 836,448 lbs.; the 
withdrawals for home consumption to 1,849,658 Ibs. ; and the exports 
to 387,650 Ibs. 


Corrre.—The current quotations for East India kinds are, Java Go" 
vernment bags, 20jc. to 23c.; Java mats, 20}c. to 23c. ; Singapore, 
18c. to 19c. ; Manila, 16c. to 17c.; Native Ceylon, 17$c. to 19c. The 
mark et gencrally has been dull, and Brazil especially has shown great 
inactivity, the principal movement having been in East India descrip- 
tions. Java has attracted considerable attention, the result of the late 
operations being to take the whole stock from first hands, and concen- 
trate it in the hands of a few houses who are holding for higher prices. 
There has been a pretty active jobbing inquiry, and some 5,000 mats 
have been resold at 20$c. to 214c., besides 800 bags Government bought 
on private terms. We quote pale 20\c., medium 21c. to 22c., and 
brown and fancy 224c. to 23c. gold, though the jobbers have been 
selling at even higher rates than these. Messrs. C. Risley and Co., in 
their circular, give the figures of the consumption of Java in the 
United States as follows:—In 1869 the consumption was 65,000 piculs, 
and ending Oct. 1, 1870 (nine months), there have been 101,000 piculs 
consumed, leaving an available supply of 37,500 piculs, or 75,000 mats. 
These figures would seem to warrant the expectation of higher values, 
especially as the parcels expected soon come to the present holders of 
the stock. There are other considerable shipments on the way, but 
these are not expected for some timeto come. Of Ceylon we note sales 
at auction of 114 bags at 16%c. to’18c. cash, and privately of 341 bags 
at the current quotations, and 1,000 bags on private terms. There has 
been no business in Singapore or Manila. The stock of Manila on 
the Ist Oct. was estimated at 400 bags, against 4,564 bags on Oct. 1, 
1869; of Java (Government), at 670 bags, against 873 bags; of Java 
mats, 31,760, against 88,391 bags; of Ceylon, 9,426 bags, against 
8,927 bags; of Singapore, nl, against nil. 

Campnor.—China is quoted 19c. gold (in bond). 

Corpace.—The manufacturers of cordage have reduced the price of 
Manila half a cent. per pound. We annex quotations for the various de- 
scriptions, for which there is a fair demand. Manila cordage, 20ke. ;

Tarred Manila, 20c.; fine tarred Manila lath yarn, 21\c. 

EssentT1at Orrs.— Aniseed is quoted $2 to 2.10 ; Cassia, $1.20 to 1.25 
gold (in bond). 

Firg CrackEegrs.—The stock is reduced to about 8,000 boxes, and the 
market is firm at $3.90 to $4, the latter price being generally de- 
manded. 1,600 boxes extra No. 1 have been gold at $3.75. 

Gunny Ciora.—Continues in limited demand, and though ae 
are without quotable change, the tendency is rather in buyers favour. 
We quote native, nominally, 29c., Borneo, 30c. 

Gampren.—The current quotation is $3c. gold (duty paid). 

Hemp.—The Asa Eldridge arrived shortly after the date of our last 
report with 3,826 bales Manila, of which 1,500 had been sold floating 
at 18c. gold ; subsequently the sale was a sry of 2,000 bales, ex 
Great Admiral, at 13c. gold, 60 days’ sight. By this last transaction the 
stock ig reduced to 5,730 bales, which are all held by one firm at 14c. 
gold ; this has suspended business for the present, there being no dis- 
position to purchase above 13}c. gold. The stock of Manila on the lat 
October was estimated at 7,730 bales, against 10,178 bales at the cor- 
responding date of 1869, and 10,436 bales in 1868.

Sales have been made, in lots, of 200 cases Nut- 
megs at $1 to 1.024; 15 to 20 do. Mace, $1.30 ; 500 to 600 bales and 
cases Cassia, 48 to 50 c.; 200 to 300 bales Cloves, 25}c.; and Pepper, 
26c. to 26$c., all gold. In addition 300 piculs Cassia, in cases and mats, 
sold, to arrive, at a private price; we also notice 490 bales Batavia 
Cassia, balance ex Cyclone, in Boston, for New York account, on 
private terms, and 100 cases do., ex Professor, also there, at 46}c., 
and I5 do. Mace, per same, $1.25, both gold. 

Tin.—The advices of the favourable result of the Datch Trading 
Company’s sale on the 7th Oct. had but little improving effect upon 
the market; the only sales reported are 300 slabs Straits at 334c., and 
50 slabs Banca at 363c. gold.
